American girls are fo nd o f pearls and 
have no su perstitio u s fears that they 
mean “ teara” It may no t be kno wn to 
the po ssessijrs o f these gems that pearls 
are regarded as “ well” o r “ ill” fro m a 
jeweler’s po int o f view. 
Like hu man 
beings, they requ ire fresh air to be kept 
alive. 
In o ther wo rds, they mu st be 
wo rn and no t remain to o lo ng in a clo s­ 
ed case. 
Ju dges o f pearls can tell by 
lo o king at them whether the gem is 
lu cido ” (clear and healthy), o r wheth­ 
er it is beginning to be an invalid. Ex­ 
perts talk o f pi^arls “ dying, “ they so me­ 
times beco ming disco io r(kl and tu rning 
black. 
A black pearl may be a handso me 
sto ne, bu t it has no t the evanescent 
rainbo w snggestio ns to be seen in a 
milky o r ro sy pearl. 
Italian wo men, 
who kno w a great deal abo u t pearlA 
wear their necklaces and “ ro po s” co n­ 
stantly. 
This gives them the light and 
air requ ired by the mysterio ns fo rma­ 
tio ns, and yet they are no t expo sed to 
the chances o f disco lo ratio n by being 
to u ched with acid. 
It is easier to keep pearls in fair co n­ 
ditio n when they are set in a lacepin 
o r in necklacea 
It is hard to care fo r 
them in a finger ring. Ou e mu st be o are- 
fnl to remo ve them no t o nly in washing 
the hands, bat they sho u ld never be 
wo rn when there is likeliho o d o f bidiig 
tu nched by fo o d o r drink. 
Abo u t a mo nth ago the o wner o f a 
beantifnl pink pearl wo rn in a finger 
ring was alarmed to find the sto ne was 
darkening and beco ming co vered with 
an o paqu e dark cru st She to o k it to her 
jeweler, who pro no u nced it a case o f 
“ scale. ’’ 
He to ld her the delicate su b­ 
stance had been in co ntact with so me 
acid, and as she msisted this bad no t 
happened he reminded her that a dro p 
o f lemo nade wo u ld be su fficient to ao 
the mischief. 
She thiu i remembered 
drinking lemo nade while the ring was 
o n her u nglo ved hand. 
The o nly remedy fo r scale is a remo v­ 
al o f a who le layer o f the pearL This is 
an excessively delicate bu siness, which 
sho u ld be do ne by an expert wo rkman, 
and never u ndertaken by apprentice 
handa 
It is a co stly bnsiness and re- 
dnces the size and valu e o f the pearl 
that mast u ndergo the o peratio n.—Phil* 
adelphia Reco rd.

T H E CARE OF PEARLS. 


Even a Drop of Lemonade Is gamete ut to 
Rain Their Appearance. 
American girls are fond of pearls and 
have no superstitious fears that they 
mean “ tears. ” It may Dot be known to 
the possessors of these gems that pearls 
are regarded as “ w ell” or “ ill” from a 
jew eler’s point of view. 
Like human 
beings, they require fresh air to be kept 
alive. 
In other words, they must be 
worn aud not remain too long in a clos­ 
ed case. 
Judges of pearls can tell by 
looking at them w hether the gem is I 
“ lucido” (clear and healthy), or w heth­ 
er it is beginning to be an invalid. E x­ 
perts talk of pearls “ dying, ” they some­ 
times becoming discolored and turning 
black. 
A black pearl may be a handsome 
stone, but it has not the evanescent 
rainbow suggestions to be seen in a 
milky or rosy pearl. 
Italian women, 
who know a great deal about pearla 
w ear their necklaces and “ ropes” con­ 
stantly. 
This gives them the light and 
air required by the mysterious forma­ 
tions, and yet they are not exposed to 
the chances of discoloration by being 
touched with acid. 
It is easier to keep pearls in fair con­ 
dition when they are set in a lacepin 
or in necklaces. 
It is hard to care for 
them in a linger ring. One must be care­ 
ful to remove them not only in washing 
the hands, but they should never be 
worn when there is likelihood of being 
touched by food or drink. 
About a month ago the owner of a 
beautiful pink pearl worn in a finger 
ring was alarmed to find the stone was 
darkening and becoming covered with 
an opaque dark crust. She took it to her 
jeweler, who pronounced it a case of 
scale. ” 
He told her the delicate sub- ; 
stance had beau in contact with some 
acid, and as she insisted this had not 
happened he reminded her that a drop 
of lemonade would be sufficient to no 
the mischief. 
She then remembered 
drinking lemonade while the ring was 
on ber ungloved hand. 
The only remedy for scale is a remov­ 
al of a whole layer of the pearl. This is 
an excessively delicate business, which 
should be done by an expert workman, 
and never undertaken by apprentice 
hands. 
It is a costly business and re­ 
duces the size and value of the pearl 
that must undergo the operation. —Phil­ 
adelphia Record. 


At a dinner in Creole lodgings, in 
Jamaica, some three years ago, the con­ 
versation turned upon the subject of 
ghosts and apparitions.

Captain Benner got up and went on 
deck, where he found that the weather 
had moderated and that the brig was 
carrying more sail and making better 
headway. 
He asked the mate on doty 
why he had sent down to call him, to 
which that officer replied that he had 
not done so. The captain, fancying that 
he had been dreaming, went baok to the 
cabiu, bat was disturbed peon again by 
a second visit from the man in the 
green son ’wester, who repeated his pre­ 
vious order aud vanished ap the com­ 
panionway. The captain, now thorough­ 
ly aroused, jumped up and pursued the 
retreating figure, but saw no one until 
he met the mate on watch, who insisted 
that be had not sent any messenger be­ 
low.

would strand her on the coast of Santo 
Domingo. Meanwhile the weather had 
moderated still more, additional sail 
had been got upon the vessel, and she

destination. 
Her im patient officers had finally de- j 
t» rin in cd to seize their captain and put 
bim in irons, when, soon after day­ 
break, tho lookout forward reported 
some object dead ahead.

Hound Teeth and Body Only to B* Had 
by It* Frequent Lu#*. 
is but a little thing, yet on its 
proper oho depends muoh of the happi­ 
ness of modern man. 
Why civilized 
teeth should be so rotten is a question , 
which has often been debated, and prob-1 
ably the true answer is more complex 
than some would think. Many good 
mothers are content to put all toothache 
down to lollipops, hut that sugar in it­ 
self is not responsible for bad teeth is 
proved by the splendid “ ivories" often 
possessed by negroes who practically 
live upon the sugar cane and thrive 
upon it, too, during the whole of the 
season when it is in maturity. 
Dental 
of deray 
is common enough, however, 
among negroes iii towns, and it seems 
clear that the caries of the teeth which 
is so common among most civilized 
races is due not to any particular article 
of diet so much as to digestive aud nu­ 
tritive changes imposed upon us by our 
mode of life and to some extent by the 
fact that by book or crook we do some­ 
how manage to live, notwithstanding 
I our bad teeth, whereas in a state of na­ 
ture the toothless man soon dies. 
Recognizing, then, that until the time 
arrives when some great social reformer 
either mends or ends our present social 
conditions our teeth will tend to rot, 
and that, whatever the predisposing 
causes, the final act in the production of 
caries is the lodgment of microbes on 
and around the teeth, we see that for 
long to come the toothbrush will be a 
necessity if the health is to be m ain­ 
tained. It is only by the frequent use of 
this little instrum ent that those minute 
accumulations can be removed which 
are at the root of so much mischief. 
A 
few elementary lessons in bacteriology 
would, we fancy, greatly startle manv 
people and certainly would show them 
the futility of trusting to one scrub a 
day. The fact is that if people, instead 
of looking at the toothbrush from an 
aesthetic point of view* and scrubbing 
away w ith tooth powders (I) to make 
their front teeth white, would regard 
it merely as an aid to cleanliness, they 
would see that the time to use it is aft­ 
er meals and at night, not jnst in the 
morning only, when the debris is left 
from the day before has been ferment­ 
ing aud brewing acid all night through. 
They would also see how inefficient an 
instrument the common toothbrush is 
unless it is used with considerable judg­ 
ment. One of the secondary advantages 
of spending a good deal of money on 
dentistry is that at least one learns the 
value of one’s teeth. 
By the time we 
have got them dotted over with gold 
stoppings and gold crowns we learn to 
take care of them, even although that 
may involve the trouble of cleaning 
them more than once a day and using 
perhaps more than one brash for the 
purpose. —Hospital.

The National Christian Citizenship 
leat?tie is utilizing all national days for 
emphasizing the need of a higher cit­ 
izenship. The anniversary of tile birth 
of him whom Mr. Lowell called “ the 
first American" furnishes an excellent 
opportunity for lessons to both citizens 
and statesmen, for the life of Abraham 
Lincoln exemplified iu tho highest de­ 
gree many of the characteristics which 
every citizen must make his own if the 
nation is to be saved from corruption 
and led to the fulfillment of it* lofty 
destiny. 
The following messages are 
therefore of unusual interest: 


Hi* Faith In wild L o ft For tim People. 
The foundation of Lincoln’s political 
belief was the maxim of the Declaration 
of Independence that all men have a 
right to life, liberty and the pursuit of 
happiness, 
In bis day the first of these 
• I™hts, the right to life, was fully reo- 
i urn/.od throughout the nation. But the 
* < otjd and third, the rigiits to lilierty 
aud t ic per u t of happiness, were by 
the inst Untied! of slavery in 15 states 
mctl to tilt* millions of negroes, most 
• I \\ bom w re I orn in America. It was 
Lincoln’* Words and work that gave to 
them as will us to every future Ameri­ 
can, native or naturalized, the full 
recognition th the second aud 
third 
clauses of the maxim of the declaration. 
Win] i th * legal right to the pursuit 
of happiness in now full aud complete, 
its eu.iovmont is sometimes obstructed 
by law breakers, sometimes by the en­ 
vironment of harsh social conditions, 
and to prevent, remove or mitigate such 
obstructions of either kind is one of the 
political problems of our day. 
In bis Gettysburg address Lincoln de­ 
fined our government to be “ govern 
meat of the people, by the people, for 
the people. ’’ Scanning this definition 
critically, we find that government of 
the people must not only be for the p eo ­ 
ple, but it must be by the people. Gov­ 
ernment for the people is clearly a bless­ 
ing, a privilege, but government by the 
people is as clearly a duty, a labor We 
cannot have something for nothing. To 
enjoy political privileges we must ear­ 
nestly and conscientiously perform poli­ 
tical duties. Not only all neglect of them 
duties, but also all error in their per 
formauce inevitably recoils upon our­ 
selves. 
We mutt not only vote, hut we 
must vote intl Migeutly and cnuseien 
tiously to remove obstructions to the 
pursuit of happiness. 
In his struggle with the institution 
rf shivery I I acoin laid down the rule 
that “ ho who would I-* no slave must 
con smit to have no slave. ’ ’ This rule, 
translated to our day. plainly i- that he 
who would sailer no wrong from society 
mast do no wrong to society. 
Applied 
to certain que.-rians the rule would 
Ti ad. They who would * nji.V tile benefit 
of association m ast not abuse the pow 
ers of association, and they who seek 
I the protection of law must not violate 
! law. 
Changing social conditions require 
change aud improvement in Jaws, and 
Mr. Lincoln has told us how this is to 
be effected. 
Our government, he says, 
rests in public opinion. 
“ W ith public 
sentiment nothing can fail; without it 
nothing can succeed. Consequently be 
who molds public opinion goes deeper 
than he who enacts statutes or pro­ 
nounces decisions. 
He makes statutes 
and decisions possible or impossible to 
be executed,” As a consequence Mr. 
Lincoln’s words give emphatic warning 
against the insidious influence of false j 
doctrine. 
Ho courts honest statement 
and correct logic, he scoots subterfuge 
aud evasion. 
Ho counsels fairness in 
discussion, generous toleration in differ­ 
ence of views, extreme moderation in 
judgment, but inflexible adherence to 
deliberately formed principles. “ Let us 
havo faith that right makes m ight,” ho 
says, “ aud in that faith let us dare to 
do our duty as we understand i t ”— 
John G. Nicolay, Formerly Private Sec­ 
retary to President Lincoln.

“ Bishop Simpson, I feel the need of 
prayer. 
Will you pray for me aud for 
the country?” They knelt together, and 
the bishop poured out his soul to God 
for his blesMiig to rest upon the presi­ 
dent and upon the government and upon 
the nation and that victory and peace 
might soou be won. 
All through the 
prayer Mr. Lincoln fervently responded. 
This was not made public until the 
war was over. 
It is an incident in the 
life of Mr. Lincoln which bas not been 
widely published.

very reticent upon his own religious ex­ 
perience, hut those who knew bim best 
arc certain of the fact that he was a 
man of importunate and prevailing 
prayer.—Charles C. McCabe, Bishop.

farm in Indiana, « 'ind at the age ef nine­ 
teen he made a trip to New Orleans as 
a hired hand o n a flat-bo at, and after­ 
ward mo ved to Illino is; serving 
m cap­ 
tain in the Black Hawk 
War, and 
afterward was elected to the legislato re 
o f Illino is, and he was also a repr^enta- 
tiy e in co ngress. 
He was inangnrated 
President o f the United States March 4 , 
186 1. 
As Linco ln saw the negro es bo nght 
and so ld as cattle, and o ften treated 
wo rse than dumb animals, he became 
o o nvinced that slav ery was wro ng and 
sho nld be aho lislusl and he determined 
that if he ever sho nld have the o ppo r- 
tnnity he wo nid striire slavery such a 
blo w that it sho nld be fo rever crashed. 
The o ppo rtnnity did co me and Linco ln, 
tm e to his pro mise, issued his emanci­ 
patio n pro clamatio n, and o nr flag wav ed 
•v er the **land o f the free.” 
Linco ln 
did no t liv e lo ng to rejo ice in the jo y o f 
his co nutry mivi, fo r o n April 14 , 186 6 , 
he was assassinated by J . Wilkes Bo o th, 
He passed to his reward o n the fo llo w­ 
ing mo rning, leav ing a wrife and three 
•hildren and a who le natio n to mo urn 
the lo iw o f a no ble, kind hearted friend. 
Linco ln gav e his mo ther a great deal o f 
credit fo r making him what he was fo r 
he said ;
